Elloree the Fish and Game Laws. 
It would now seem that the time 
has come when something will be 
done towards enforcing the fish and 
game laws of the state. A large 
number of gentlemen interested in 
protecting fish and game from the 
wanton destruction carried on by un­ 
principled parties, met on Wednesday 
in the Exposition building, Minne­ 
apolis, for the purpose of forming a 
state association with its object, so far 
as possible, to prevent the unlawful 
methods employed in thinning out 
the streams of their fish and the 
slaughter of game out of season. The 
association also proposes to prosecute 
to the fullest extent of the law per­ 
sons charged with such off wises. The 
association is to he known as the Game 
and Fish Protective Association of 
Minnesota. The association takes in 
the entire state and also proposes to 
make arrangements with similar as­ 
sociations in adjoining states for co­ 
operation. The association will have 
the usual number of officers as well 
as an executive committee which shall 
have unlimited power in hiring agents 
and taking other means toward pre­ 
vention and prosecution. Branches 
will be established in all the sporting 
centers throughout the state, and for 
this pnrpoee fifteen vice presidents 
will be appointed in various sections 
of the state. It was decided to assess 
each member $2 dues per annum, 
also, if necessary, to make a special 
assessment of $2 per year.

A New Boom Company for the Upper 
Kiver. 
J. B. Bassett, Edwin C. Whitney, 
Samuel Simpson, John B. Atwater 
aud E. M. Fowler have organized 
what is to be known as the Northern 
Boom company, the purpose of which 
organization is “to improve the naviga­ 
tion of the Mississippi river and its 
tributaries between the city of Brain­ 
erd, in the state of Minnesota, aid 
Pokegama Falls in said state; the 
driving and handling of logs thereon 
and the construction and mamt&inance 
and operation of booms and such other 
structures and instrumentalities as 
may be necessary or convenient in its 
business; and, rn general, the per­ 
formance of sue ii acts and the exer­ 
cise of such powers, right and privi­ 
leges as are authorized by the laws 
of this state.” 
The law under which 
the company is organized is one passed 
at the last session of the legislator© 
in the form of an amendment to the 
general corporation law, The corpora­ 
tion is to have a capital stock of $50,- 
000, and continue for fifty years. 
Major Bassett is authority for the 
statement that an opportunity will be 
afforded those interested in getting 
logs down the river between the 
points named to take stock in the 
company, and when this is done the 
work of improvement will be begun. 
It ie the theory of the incorporators 
that the work of handling logs between 
Pokegama and Brainerd can be more 
cheaply done by one firm or corpora­ 
tion than by several, and there is a 
general concurrence in this opinion. 
The corporation will supplement the 
work of the Mississippi and Rum 
River Boom company which now 
handles logs under legislative charter 
from Brainerd to Minneapolis.—Min­ 
neapolis Lujftbenqan.

The Stille to, 
Tlfo Htiletto is a peculiar weapon. 
There iw nothing of American manu­ 
facture like it. In length it runa from 
aix to fifteen jnchea. Tho blade ia 
about twice the length of the handle, 
daprger edged, thick at the narrow 
! • guard, and tapering off to ex cessiv e 
At the guard 
the diameter of the blade i« diamond 
shaped, and the two ex tra edges run 
almost to the point. 
The real edges, 
which are razor* 
sharp, make a wound which the aux ­ 
iliary edges, more blunt than sharp, 
aggrav ate to a terrible degree. .So 
effectiv e i« it, and so murderous in the 
handrt of a dex terous man, that the 
Italian Gov ernment 
has 
recently 
l>een ex perimenting with it as a weap­ 
on tit dose quarters, and in the Mas- 
sowait campaign sev eral companies 
were armed with shields and long 
stilettos. The weapon is carried in 
a sheath like an ordinary dagger. 
Another knife, commonly carried 
and frequently used by criminal Ital­ 
ians. is what ProfesHor Kcannapieco, 
the Neapolitan fencing master, calls 
the “ molletta.” The molletta bears 
some resemblance to a razor, though 
considerably longer. There is only 
one edge*, and the blade opens like a 
penknife. It swings loose, kowev er, 
and when drawn is opened by catch­ 
ing hold of the handle with the 
fingers and throwing the blade out­ 
ward. 
This requires practice and 
dex terity . A small spring catches 
the knife and holds it open. 
It is 
closed by pressure upon a tiny “ but­ 
ton” on the handle. Though not as 
effectiv e a weapon as the stiletto it 
makes an ugly wound when used by 
an ex pert, aud can be opened almost 
as quickly as a stiletto can tie drawn 
from its sheath. The ease with which 
it can be concealed adds to the fre­ 
quency of its use. The handle is 
hard wood or bone.

RECORD O F C A SU ALTIES. 
A disastrous wreck of two freight trains on 
the Sante Fe railroad occurred near Gales­ 
burg, 111. Thirty or forty freight cars were 
piled up promiscuously. No one was injured 
seriously. 
Peter Joannes, a farmer living rear Du­ 
buque. Iowa, met with a singular death. He 
was attacked with bleeding a t the nose, and 
in spire ot emery effort made by physicians to 
stop the flow of blood died next morning, 
having literally bled to death. Several oth­ 
er similar cases nearly resulting in death 
have recently occurred in th at vicinity. 
A terrific storm of rain and hail deluged 
the streets of Guinsville, Texas, to the depth 
of three feet aud destroyed over $50,000 
worth of property. The cloud-burst was 
proceeded by a four hours’ rain, accompon­ 
ied by thunder and lightning. A creek which 
flows through the center of the town rose 
up aud swept away forty dwellings, but the 
whole city came to the rescue and only one 
life was lost 
Broonop Fashingbaum, of the town of Au- 
i burn, Wig., was burned to death near his 
j home. 
While attending a brush file his 
clothing beearn* ignited. 
He was u quarter 
! of a mile from the bouse, bu this cries att root­ 
ed attention. When help reached him he had 
, gone twenty-five rods. and was trying to dig 
a hole in the mud in which to throw himself, 
j He lived several hours although terribly 
I burned. 
He was seventy-four years of age. 
The heaviest hail storm on record passed 
j over Baltimore from northwest to south- 
I east. 
Many thousands of windows in the 
city were broken, th# damage being confined 
mainly to the western exposure. The stones 
were very large, some measuring more than 
two inches in diameter and weighing more 
than ‘our ounces tach. 
Many of the < ar 
i tracks at the foot of the hills are covered 
to a depth of six inches with soil washed 
down upon them. The wind attained a ve­ 
locity ol thirty milee an hour, rapidity de­ 
creasing after the passage of the storm. 
Fire destroyed the Unicorn silk mill at 
Catasauqua. Pa. The entire building was 
destroyed, together with machinery and a 
quantity of fine silks, plushes, ribbons, etc.

W a s h in g t o n ,—Sjiecial Telegram.—Secreta­ 
ry Rusk of the Agricultural Department, 7r 
in answer to numerous inquiries asking 
about the ratine ol agricultural depression, 
has written a letter Jfor publication, in the 
course of which he says: 
The present agricultural depression, it 
seems to me, can be traced to a con bio at ion 
of many causes, so many th a t probably no 
one man can enumerate them all. I will on­ 
ly endeavor lo point out some which seem to 
me more directly responsible. 
They may be 
divided into two classes; I. Those causes 
inherent to th# farmers themselves, and for 
which they ulonc run provide a possible rem­ 
edy. 
2. Those over which the farmer him­ 
self lins no direct control, and the remedy 
for which must be provided as far as remedy 
is possible by law, and for such legislation 
the responsibility devolves upon the legisla­ 
tive bodies of the States and of the Nation. 
W hat the (urmer must Jo, I will confine my­ 
self to a mere enumeration of the first class 
of causes indicated. On many farms, I regret 
to say, we find a depre iation of the produc­ 
tive power of the lund due tocareless culture. 
We find a wunt to often of business-like 
methods, due to the fact th a t in earlier 
times 
business training 
was 
not 
re­ 
garded 
as 
an essential preparation for 
the 
farm ers 
work 
whereas 
to d ay , 
with altered conditions, when every penny, 
and I may any every moment of time, has to 
be profitably accounted fer. and in the face of 
world-wide competition, a successful farmer 
must be na well trained and carfu l in busi­ 
ness as the storekeeper, anil his equal in in­ 
telligence nn<l general education. 
Nor are 
the im portant questions of supply and de­ 
mand of m arket prices studied with the vigi­ 
lance which chn acterizes the methods of our 
merchant# and tnanu acturar*. These last, 
moreover, have the advantage oftrnnsacting 
their business in immediate proximity 
to 
trade centers, where the wildest information 
in reference thereto is readily obtainable. 
Our funner#’ organizations aru wisely seeking 
to supplement this want for the farmer; the 
agricultural press is earnestly working in the 
same direction, nnd one of the m ost impor­ 
tan t duties devolving upon this departm ent 
consists in gathering arid promptly distrib­ 
uting reliable information on all those subjects 
which are essentially interesting to the 'armer. 
It remains for him to avail himself to the in­ 
formation thus supplied as his chief protec­ 
tion not only against over supply of certain 
products but against possible over-reaching 
on the part of purchasers. The farmer must 
look with suspicion upon any attem pts to 
abridge the sources of his information. 
His 
advantage 
will always tie in the 
fullest 
knowledge 
of 
th* 
facts. 
He must 
carefully 
etudy 
th# 
ch arad es 
and 
the quality of 
his products rather than 
mere quantity*, and always bear in mind th at 
whether priwa are high or low it is always 
the best goods a t the best obtainable price* 
that arethe most readily sold. Many of our 
farmers havebeen land-greedy and find them- j 
selves the owners of more land than they can 
properly care for in view of the comparative 
ly high price of lalmr in the rural districts 
and in vi**w o' the fact th at but a small por­ 
tion of mankind, comparatively, can profit­ 
ably control the labor of others. 
The pro-I 
dent farmer will limit his efforts to th at which j 
he can efficiently perform. Again, more a t­ 
tention must lie given, especially on our < 
Western fat ms. to the raising by the farmer, 
for his own use. everything th at may lie uti- j 
bred by himself and his household, so far as 
climate will permit. 
I have passed over 7heee various causes 
briefly. I do not deem it necessary to dwell 
upon them a t length, but will merely reiter­ 
ate the 'act, th at forthem t be remedy is feasi­ 
ble, and it depends upon the farmer# them ­ 
selves to provide it. No one eau relieve them 
of this responsibilit y, but I nm thankful to 
say. th at owing partly to th* ir own efforts. 
there exist to-day in many States, valuable 
instrumentalities capable of materially aid­ 
ing them in their work, and to-day, in this 
co u n trr.n o farmer need lie without nil the 
aid th a t knowledge and science cao im part. 
Farm mortgage# 
The burden of mortgage* upon farms, 
home* and land* is unquestionably discour­ 
aging in the extreme, and whilein some canes 
no doubt this load may have been too readi­ 
ly aei*i<ni*d, still in the m ajority of #bmw, the 
mortgage has l>een the result of necessity. I 
except, of course, such mortgages as represent 
balance* of purchase money, which are ra th ­ 
er evidences of the farmer'* ambition and en­ 
terprise than of his poverty. On the other 
hand those mortgage* with which land has 
been encu rn tiered from the n cees# Cie* O' it* 
owner, drawing high rates of interest, often 
taxed in addition with a heavy eommi*rion, 
have to-day. in th* ace of continued depres­ 
sion in th# price# of staple products, become 
very i r k s o m e and in many ca**** threaten th# 
farmer with lo#* of home and laud 
It i* a 
question of great difficulty to all those who 
seek to remedy the ids from which our arm ­ 
ers are suffering. At present prices the farmer 
finds it takes more o hi* product# to get a 
dollar wherewith to pay back the dollar he 
borrowed than it did when he borrowed it 
The interest accumulates, whits pavm-tit of 
the principal se»m* utterly hopeless, and lh# 
very depression which we ure discussing 
rn•(k» * the renewal o the mortgage most dif­ 
ficult. Many people are disponed to associ­ 
ate this phase o 'the subject with the ques 
tion of an undue limitation a our curren­ 
cy. 
Many carry this line of argument to 
extremes, but it is by no means impossible 
th at th»*e subject# are corelated 
However, 
the question of currency is now receiving 
special attention from another branch of 
the government; legislation on th# subset 
is now pending before Congress, and we can 
no doubt look for an early and satisfactory 
solution of this vex»*d problem. 
After discussing tho question of transpor­ 
tation, gambling in arm products, combina­ 
tions and middlemen in trade he cornea to a 
consideration of protection for the farmer 
I now c o m e to the consideration of one O' 
the gravest cause* in my opinion o 'the pre# 
ent agricultural depression, but which I nm 
happy to state can be effectually and directly 
dealt* with 
through 
national legislation. 
Few people realize th at our imports ol agri­ 
cultural products estimated at prices paid 
th# consumers are about equal to oar agri­ 
cultural exports estimated at prices paid to 
the farmer, yet such is the ramp. 
Our im­ 
port* of products sold in competition with 
those actually produced on onr own soil, 
am ount to nearly $115,000,000, and os 
much more could be ptodnced on our own 
soil under favorable conditions. 
We must 


course possible to enlightened statesm anship 
is to assure the farmer adequate protection 
in tile diversification of hie crops aud the 
production of a larger proportion of the ar­ 
ticles which we now import. 
Then# may be surmarized as follows,the fig­ 
ures given tieing for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1880, and the values those a t the 
ports of export:

tion imposed upon them by the civil war, 
weie threatened with grave disuniter in the 
face of Europeair^ompetition.

Thousand 
Cases Tied Up in the Land 
Department. 


The Confession of Clayton’s 
AssassinationCanses no Sen­ 
sation in Arkansas.

—During the consideration of the legislative 
appropriation bill to-day Carter of M ontana 
presented an am endm ent calling for an in­ 
crease ol tw enty seven clerks in the general 
land office. The debate 
th at 
followed 
showed 
up 
the 
fact 
th at 
the busi­ 
ness of this departm ent is from 
eight­ 
een m onths to three years behind, and th at 
there are alm ost 300,oOO cases their awaiting 
adjustm ent. 
Mr. Carter had statem ents to 
show that there arc over 10,000 cases in the 
contest division alone—three years behind 
time. 
It was **afe to say that 500,000 peo­ 
ple were directly interested. 
In these cases 
settlers had to pay their money in ad­ 
vance and they were being defrauded of 
their rights, 
In M ontana there were valu­ 
able mineral claims tied up foryears for 
lack o; attention in the general land office. 
Peters of Kansas and Pickier of South Da­ 
kota made em phatic ‘•{leeches in support of 
Carter, bolding that it w;*» cold fraud on 
settlers to hold their titles to their lamia 
from them . Cannon of Illinois and Dockery 
of Missouri opposed Carter’s am endm ent, 
and it was lost.

In 1850 the im­ 
ports of such products amounted to $40.- 
000,000: for the fiscal year ending in 1889 
they amounted to the enormous sum of 
$356,000,000, an increase of nearly 900 per 
cent., while the increase in population during 
the corresponding period was considerably 
loss than 300 |»er cent. This is all the more 
remarkable when taken in conjunction with 
the fact th at this is pre-eminently an agricul­ 
tural country, opening up year after year, 
with a rapidity th a t has alarmed the pro­ 
ducers of the Old World, immense tracts of 
country to be devoted exclusively to tillage; 
all th#' more remarkable when we realize, 
furthermore, th at over 70 per cent of our Io­ 
ta! exports are the direct product of the soil. 
Accompanying this extraordinary move­ 
ment there has been during the past decade, 
in which the greatest increase of such ira- 
r 


orts bas token place, a steady decrease in 
he prices qf hqme-grown products. 
To any 
reasonable man the conclusion imist lie ob­ 
vious, namely. th a t in the line of products, 
with the exception of cotton, upon which our 
farmers chiefly depend, there has grown up a 
well-nigh ruinous competition in which th# 
labor of the peasant of Europe, of th# miser­ 
able fellah of Egypt, and of the un ortnnate 
half starved Indian ryot, working for pauper 
wages, neglecting 
all 
the 
amenities 
of 
life in order th at women and children as well 
as men may work in the fields, is pitted 
against th a t of the American farmer, relying 
upon his own and his son’s labor, or where 
he employs hired help, paying them a fair 
rate of wages according to our American 
standard, besides providing them with the 
annie food and shelter an ho gives to his own 
family. 
Growing a surplus of wheat, th a t surplus, 
whose price is forced down by the competi­ 
tion of Russia and India, regulates the price 
of the entir# crop. The product of our vast 
corn fields, for which a comparatively insig­ 
nificant foreign demand exists, must be uti­ 
lized largely by the farmers for the raising of 
cattle and hogs. The foreign mnrket or live 
cattle which exists in Great Britain is so 
hampered by the oppressive regulations re­ 
quiring slaughter s t point O 'lending as to 
exercise lit Al® or no beneficial influence on the 
price of his product, while the obstructive 
measures abopted by several of the contin­ 
ental countries in regard t-o American pork 
have reduced the exports of th at product 
aim# 1881 over 4 0 per cent, annually. Under 
such circumstances there can b# but one 
onus# awngnable for the neglect of American 
farmers to turn their attention to other 
crops in the line of such agricultural pro­ 
duct# as wa now import, and th a t is th a t in 
this they would meet an even more overwhelm­ 
ing and disastrousconqietition than they are 
now con routed with in th# raising of cereals 
and lire stock.

So 
effective is it, and so murderous in the 
hands of a dexterous man, that the 
Italian Government has 
recently 
been experimenting with it as a weap­ 
on at close quarters, and in the Mas- 
sowah campaign several companies 
were armed with shields and long 
stilettos. The weapon is carried in 
a sheath like an ordinary dagger. 
Another knife, commonly carried 
and frequently used by criminal Ital­ 
ians, is what Professor Scannapieco, 
the Neapolitan fencing master, calls 
the “rnolletta.” The molletta bears 
some resemblance to a razor, though 
considerably longer. There is only 
one edge, and the blade opens like a 
penknife. It swings loose, kowever, 
and when drawn is opened by catch­ 
ing hold of the handle with the 
fingers and throwing the blade out­ 
ward. 
This requires practice and 
dexterity. A small spring catches 
the knife and holds it open. It is 
closed by pressure upon a tiny “but­ 
ton” on*the handle. Though not as 
effective a weapon as the stiletto it 
makes an ugly wound when used by 
an expert, and"can be opened almost 
as quickly as a stiletto can be drawn 
from its sheath. The ease with which 
it can be concealed adds to the fre­ 
quency of its use. The handle is 
hard wood or bone.

Enforce the Fish and Game Laws. 
It would now seem that the time 
has come when something will be 
done towards enforcing the fish and 
game laws of the state. A large 
number of gentlemen interested in 
protecting fish and game from the 
wanton destruction carried on by un­ 
principled parties, met on Wednesday 
in the Exposition building, Minne­ 
apolis, for the purpose of forming a 
state association with ite object, so far 
as possible, to prevent the unlawful 
methods employed in thinning out 
the streams of their fish and the 
slaughter of game out of season.

The 
association is to be known as the Game 
and Fish Protective Association of 
Minnesota.

The association will have 
the usual number of officers as well 
as an executive committee which shall 
have unlimited power in hiring agents 
and taking other means toward pre­ 
vention and prosecution.

me m ore directly responsible. 
They m ay be 
divided into TWO close**: 
1. 
Those causes 
inherent to th e farm ers them selves, und for 
which they alone cun provide a possible rem ­ 
edy. 
2. Those over which the farm er him ­ 
self h as no direct control, and the remedy 
for which m ust be provided as far as rem edy 
is possible by law, and for such legislation 
the responsibility devolves upon th e legisla­ 
tive bodies of the S tates and of the N ution. 
W h u tth e larm er m ust To. 1 will confine my­ 
self to a mere enum eration of the first class 
of causes indicated- 
On m any farm s, 1 regret 
to say, we find a depreciation of the produc­ 
tive pow er of the land due tocareloss culture.

Of all the wonderful phase* of developm ent 
of which the United S tates furnishes such 
strik in g exam ples none is. perhaps, m ore re­ 
m arkable th an the wonderful increase—to- J 
tally d isp ro p o rtio n ate to our increase in pop- j 
u latio n —in our im ports of products which 
are distinctly agricultural. 
In 1850 the im ­ 
p o rts of such products am ounted to $40,- 
1)00,000: for the fiscal year ending in 1889 
they am ounted to the enorm ous sum ol 
$356,000,000, an increase of nearly 900 per 
cent., while the increase in population during 
the corresponding period was considerably 
less th an 300 per cent. 
This is all the more 
rem arkable when taken in conjunction with 
the fact th a t th is iB pre-em inently an agricul­ 
tu ra l country, opening up year after year, 
w ith a rap id ity th a t lias alarm ed the p ro ­ 
ducers of th e Old W orld, immense tra c ts of 
country to be devoted exefusively to tillage; 
all th* m ore rem arkable when we realize, 
furtherm ore, th a t over 70 per cent of o u r to ­ 
tal exports are Ihe direct product of the soil. 
A ccom panying this ex tra o rd in ary m ove­ 
m ent there bus been during the p a st decade, 
in which the g reatest increase of such im- 
f 
o rts has token place, a steady decrease in 
he prices qf hquie-grown products. 
To any 
reasonable m an the conclusion m ust be o b ­ 
vious, nam ely, th a t in the line of products, 
with the exception of cotton, upon which our 
larm ers chiefly depend, there ha* grow n up a 
well-nigh ruinous com petition in which the 
labor of the p easan t of Europe, of the m iser­ 
able fellah of E gypt, and of the un o rtu n ate 
half starved Indian ryot, w orking for pauper 
wages, neglecting 
all 
the 
am enities 
of 
life in order th a t women and children a* well 
as men m ay w ork in the fields, is pitted 
ag ain st th a t of the A m erican farm er, relying 
upon his own and his so n ’s labor, or where 
he em ploys hired help, paying them a lair 
ra te ol wages according to our American 
stan d ard , besides providing them w ith the 
sam e food and shelter a* ho gives to his own 
family. 
G row ing a surplus of wheat, th a t surplus, 
whose price is forced down by the com peti­ 
tion of Russia and India, regulates th e price 
ol the entire crop. 
The product of ou r v a st 
corn fields, for which a com paratively insig­ 
nificant loreign dem and exists, m ust be u ti­ 
lized largely by the farm ers for the raising of 
cattle and hogs. 
The foreign m ark et o r live 
c attle which exists in G reat B ritain is so 
ham pered by th e oppressive regulations re­ 
quiring slaughter a t po in t o ’landing ne to 
exercise little or no beneficial influence on the 
price of hi* product, while the obstructive 
m easures abopted by several oi the contin­ 
ental countries in regard to American pork 
have reduced th e export* ot th a t product 
siu«e 1881 over 40 per cent, annuallv. U nder 
such circum stances there can be b u t one 
cnuc-J assignable for the nexleot of American 
farm ers to tu rn their a tte n tio n to other 
crops in the line of spch ag ricu ltu ral p ro ­ 
ducts as we now im port, r.nd th a t is th a t in 
this they would meet un even m ore overw helm ­ 
ing and disastroa*com j»et.ltion th an they are 
now con routed with in th e raising of cereals 
uud live stock. Obviously, then, th e only 


course possible to enlightened statesm an sh ip 
is to assure the farm er ad eq u ate protection 
in the diversification of his crops and the 
production of a larger p ro p o rtio n of the a r­ 
ticle* which we now im port. 
These m ay tie *urm arized as follow s,the fig­ 
ure* given being for the fiscal y e ar ending 
Ju n e 30, 1889. nnd the values those a t the 
p o rts of export:

71,254,894 
F o r obvious reasons 1 o m it any reference 
hero to the $90,000,000 expended for tea, 
coffee, an»] coca, but. o m ittin g these, we have 
still tlie enorm ous *um of $2(»<>,273,738 im ­ 
p o rts of agricultural products, the far g re a t­ 
er p art o f which, am o u n tin g probably to

own soil.

It is sim ply th e extension to our agriculture 
o the protection so beneficially extended in 
the p a st to our m anu actu rin g industries. 
In the day* when t he farmer* were prosper­ 
ous, when good crops were accom panied with 
high prices, and the value of agricultural 
land went up accordingly, the farm er*, to a 
m an. *tOfxl by the principle o; protection 
urged on behalf of th e m ainUacturer*, who, 
burdened then with th e heavy load of ta x a ­ 
tio n im posed upon them by the civil war, 
wcie threatened with g rav e d im eter in the 
face of F u ro p eair^ o m p etitio n . 
Now, in the 
face of the severe com petition width to-day 
confront* the farm er in foreign m arket#, 
duty, ‘airne**, and in the long run sell-inter- 
cst dem and th a t we should afford him the 
bciiHfit* of a hom e m ark e t for all th a t lie 
m av ha able to produce on o u r own soiL 
Thi* ificlptles all th e su g ar and m olasses, all 
anim al product*, wool, silk, ffax nnd other 
fiber*, all our breadstuff*, fruits, hay, hops, 
rice, tobacco, vegetables, am i wines, but 
m any of these tilings will never, can never 
l*e produced on Am erican soil in com petition 
with the lab o r o ' E uropean n ations, e*|»eci- 
nlly when, ns in the case of sugar, the indus­ 
try ab ro ad ha* l»een helped by liberal gov­ 
ern m ent bounties. 
It i* w orth whiie no tin g 
th a t the price per pound of the g re at bulk o ' 
the su g ar im ported was, n t the point of ship­ 
m ent, 2.91 cents. It should be borne in mind 
th a t, while we estim ate in our sta tistic s the 
value of im p o rts a t the price in the foreign 
port o 
shipm ent, the value of the ex p o rt is 
on the other hand, estim ated a t th* price a t 
the p o rt o fsh ip m en tin o n rro n n try . s o th a t to 
the form er m ust i*e pMded tra n sp o rta tio n , 
com m ission*, exchange, and d ealer’s profits, 
which w ithout the d uty, would add fully 25 
to 30 per cent, m ore to arrive a t its value a t 
the point of consum ption; thi* w ould bring 
up the cost, to the consum er, of our agricul­ 
tu ra l im p o rts to nearly $500,000,000 or es­ 
tim a tin g solely such a* could be. with prop­ 
er eni-ouregeracnt, grow n on our own soil, 
we have a value of n o t m uch less th a n $350,- 
000,000 a* the possible rew ard of diversified 
agricult are. a sum d m ost equal to our a g ri­ 
cu ltu ral ex p o rts estim ated a t farm ers’ prices 
—th n t is. less cost of tra n s p o rta tio n and 
com m ission •> o r o th er whipping charges to 
point o f shipm ent. 
Before leaving this subject, a glance a t th* 
com petition which our farm ers have h ith erto 
been co m p iled to m<-«r, even on ou ro w n so ils 
will be found m ost interesting.

At pre­ 
sent in m any S tates the burden of local tax 
ation presses heavily upon farm property, 
its very n atu re re n terin g it easily assessable 
Every co rp o ratio n created by the S tate, and 
to whom #jH*cial privileges are g ran ted either 
by S tate, county, or incorporated village or 
city, should l>e taxed in p ro p o rtio n to its 
earnings, and in all wave the principle of ta x ­ 
atio n should be to place the burden of m ain­ 
tain in g the governm ent, whether S tate, um- 
nieipal. o r N ational, upon the luxuries and 
com forts which the w ealthy enjoy arid to re­ 
duce it to a m inim um in it* application to 
the hardly earned property of the poor m an. 
No donht m any m ore cause# could !*e as­ 
signed fo rth * present ngricnlturaldepreesion. 
stillless is there any d o u b t b u t th a t otbpr 
and m ore efficient remedies th a n those sug­ 
gested m ight he touud, I m ay say will be 
found, to relieve*] it. 
I have merely tried to 
indicate w hat seemed to me the m ore im por­ 
ta n t causes and to point o u t such r*»m-die» 
a* a long and s dicitous consideration o fth e 
situ atio n , and I m ay add, long fam iliarity 
nnd sy m p ath y with the hard w orking, -ruga! 
clav* which i* the im m ediute and < b id suf­ 
ferer. have *ugge*ted to my mind as both 
necess.iry and feasible. 
I candidly route**, th a t my personal sym ­ 
pathies are with the farmer*, and they m ist 
bear w ith me if 1 offer them an earnest word 
of caution. 
S o possible relief can come to 
them o r th e country, no perm anent remedy 
for present ills is to be found in m easures 
which ate ra th e r the outcom e of resentm ent 
th an the product o 're aso n . 
I would way to 
the farmer*, stan d firm us the ever-lasting 
bills in dem anding what is right, and resist­ 
ing any possible infringem ent on your rights 
as citizens by any o th er class o r co m b in a­ 
tion of people, hut beware, lest in y o u r ju st 
eagsrness to secure y o u r own right* you in­ 
fringe upon the rig h ts of other*. 
No m eas­ 
ure th a t conflicts with the right# of any one 
class of citizen*, but wha* is sure to follow 
the course of the boom erang and return to 
injure the hand th a t shaped it. 
On the other 
hand, let it be borne in mind by all o th er claus­ 
es of ou r citizens, th a t the present con- ^ 
ditionw dem and consideration now and th a t 
consider »t ion m ust l*e full and fair; for the 
tim e being it is p aram o u n t to all questions, 
and if necessary every o th er interest m ust 
be prepared to stan d awide in favor of m eas­ 
ures looking to the relief of agricu ltu ral de­ 
pression.

The Stilleto, 
ThoHtiletto is a peculiar weapon. 
There is nothing of American m anu­ 
facture like it. In length it runs from 
six to fifteen inches, The blade is 
about twice the length of the handle, 
dagger edged, thick a t the narrow 
gusird, and tapering off to excessive 
thinness at the point. At the guard 
the diameter of the blade is diamond 
shaped, and the two extra edges run 
almost to the point. 
The real edges, which are razor* 
sharp, make a wound which the aux­ 
iliary edges, more blunt than sharp, 
aggravate to a terrible degree. So 
effective is it, and so murderous in the 
hands of a dexterous man, th a t the 
Italian Government has 
recently 
been experimenting with it as a weap­ 
on a t close quarters, and in the Mas- 
sowah campaign several companies 
were armed with shields and long 
stilettos. The weapon is carried in 
a sheath like an ordinary dagger. 
Another knife, commonly carried 
and frequently used by criminal Ital­ 
ians, is what Professor Scannapieco, 
the Neapolitan fencing master, calls 
the “m olletta.” The m olletta bears 
some resemblance to a razor, though 
considerably longer. There is only 
one edge, and the blade opens like a 
penknife. It swings loose, kowever, 
and when drawn is opened by catch­ 
ing hold of the handle with the 
fingers and throwing the blade out­ 
ward. 
This requires practice and 
dexterity. A small spring catches 
the knife and holds it open. It is 
closed by pressure upon a tiny “but­ 
to n ” on the handle. Though not as 
effective a weapon as the stiletto it 
makes an ugly wound when used by 
an expert, and can be opened almost 
as quickly as a stiletto can be drawn 
from its sheath. The ease with which 
it can be concealed adds to the fre­ 
quency of its use. The handle is 
hard wood or b o n e .^ _______
